When the U.S, Senate confirmed Clarence Thomas to the 
US. Supreme Court Tuesday, sighs of rclicf intermingled with 
crics of disgust across the nation, 

_ UNO was notexempt from these reactions. 

Inasamplingof 17 UNOstudentsand facully,a majority was 
pleased with the confirmation, 

Commenis in support of Thomas’ confirmation began with 
sophomore civil enginecting major Pete Vaccaro. 

“Tthinkit’s greatthathe gotconfirmed,” Vaccarosaid.“Tt(the 
sexual harassment allegation) should never have been brought 


up. 

He said the statute of limitations for the allegations would 
have been up if it wero a courtcase, 

“Why don’t lawyers obcy their own rules?” he said, 

Sophomore business major Paul Gebhart said, “I don’t think 
that whether Thomas actually harassed her or not would affect 
his ability in court. f don’t think once indiscretion in the past 
should end your entire career.” 

Craig Phemister,@ junior pre-law major,addedhissupportfor 
Thomas, “I'm glad he was confirmed, because I think it’s time 
peoplearcablotojudgepcopleby theirabilityandoverlook their 


past. 

“T think that prior to this incident, people have unjustly 
influenced others’ careers by being toomoralistically judgmen- 
tal,” he said, 

Junior pro-medical technician major Bill Botle said, “I was 
pleased with the vote, and the whole issuc of that womart (Hill) 
coming out somany years later woutdn’e hinder his abilitics, If 
itwas thatbigof: aproblem, shoshouldhavesaid something back 
then.” 

Brandy D. Walker, freshman psychology major, also ques- 
tioncd Hill's timing.

until he got famous,” Walker said, “Why didn’t she come out 
with this before?” 

Many people questioned Hill’s allegation based on the fact 
that she waited almost 10 years before bringing up thechargeof 
sexual harassment, 

However, Shercen! Bingham, assistant professor of commu- 

nications at UNO, said itis not uncommon to hesitate reporting 
unwanted sexual attention. 

“T thought it was reasonable to belicve that what she was 
saying was true,” Bingham said. . 

Bingham, who has written her doctorate dissertation, several 
articles and one book chapter on sexual harassment, said that in 
many case studics women in Hill’s situation behaved similarly. 

“Ttis not uncommon for someone like Thomas, in a position 
of auttiority, to sexually harass a woman with whom he has a 
positive and cordial relationship and that woman nottoreportit. 

“Tamosteascs, womendcependon jobrecommendations,and 
i’s reasonable to want tokeepa positive rclationship,” sho said, 

Bingham said if a woman reports harassment, she could 
destroy that mentorship, 

This theory is supported by expericnceson tho UNO campus, 
More than a ycar ago, Bingham and Lisa Scherer, assistant 
professorofpsychology,conducteda survey offaculty andstaff, 
asking them if they had ever experienced unwanted sexual 
attention on campus, 

Among the 1,200 questionnaires distributed, about $30 were 
returned, One hundred and five people answered that they had 
expericnecd sexual harassment, either from other members of 
the faculty and staff, or from students. Both women and men 
anonymously reported unwanted sexual attention in this survey. 

Bingham alsofeltthe Senate wasn’tcompletely open-minded 
about tie hearings. 

“The Senate, especially the Republicans, decided Hill was 
lying before she opened, It was interesting to see them searching

Other people weroabitdisillusioned by the way' thehcarings

“Thought Thomasand Hill egardlessot whowastelling tho 
truth, were taken apart pretty bad,” said junior education major 
Mike McLaughlin. “I also think there needs to be an investiga- 
tionasto how the FBI reports gotoutand how Professor Hill was 
talked into coming out that late,” 

Junior pre-medical and psychology major Jeff Peters said, “I 
thought the politics behind the hearings were deplorable and it 
was purposcly set up to sway undecided senators against Judge 
Thomas, There wasn’t cnough proof to substantiate guilt or 
innocence so the man never hada chance to refute alicgations.” 

Freshman secondary education major Lisa Monico said the 
hearings were overly publicized, 

“Tt was given so much aticntion and was so hyped up that it 
did more damage for both of them than it did good.” 

Senior biology major Linda Butterworth added, “T see all 
these things asa sortofmediacircus; digupallthedirtyoucan. | 
His (Thomas’) performance on the job will be a test of his 
character, not the allegations brought up against him.” 

Deborah Smith Howell, professor of political communica- 
tion, said, “Whether or not Thomas was confirmed was not an
